The rioting that broke out on 
th campus of thc University of 
Mississippi Just ll months ago 
was' a cause for sham e and sad* 
ness. It was not long before 
mention of the nam e 
Oxford 
raised im ages of prejudice and 
intolerance — a guilt - by - as­ 
sociation brand which has not 
been precisely justified. 
Now the nation is hearing an­ 
other nam e — Folcroft. If Ox­ 
ford was to be publicized as an 
exam ple of the South. Folcroft 
m ight just as fairly be used to 
symbolize the Noth. 
That won’t happen. It never 
happens, for the North doesn’t 
adm it that places like Folcroft 
are typical. 
Folcroft is in Pennsylvania, 
just a few miles southwest of 
Philadelphia. 
It is the small 
com m unity where a Negro fami­ 
ly has moved into an all -white 
neighbohood to the tune of hoots 
jees, obscenities and violence. 
Slate police, on hand to at­ 
tem pt lo keep order, have been 
viciously maligned and batter­ 
ed by the Whitess. Car windows 
have been smashed, eggs and 
rocks thrown, a firebomb hurled 
onto the Negro premises, and all 
laws for protecting the peace 
have been broken. Some per­ 
sons have been injured. 
Most perturbing of all: Where

But we do know that much of 
what is being diagnosed today 
as m ental illness by novices, in­ 
trigued by a fascinating fad. is I 
not m ental illness in the sense 
’ that brain lesions or "acting up" 
organs are the casual agents, j 
You ice, we could be playing 
with fire, and could unwittingly 
cause irreparable dam ge to hu- i 
m an life by becoming self - ap- 
1 minted Psychiatric Medics ren­ 
dering "Psychiatric first-aid." 
Now certainly in cases of rec-' 
ognizable m ental illness, emo- 
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ttona1 disturbances (unconscious 
pretenses, 
irrational 
hostili­ 
ties) with extrem e neurotic or 
even slight psychotic tendencies 
referrals should be 
made 
to 
those people trained and skilled 
in the art of dealing with such 
diseases. 
But let us never lose sight of 
the truth that often what is su­ 
perficially diagnosed as mental 
illness is basically a spiritual 
I illness. 
There are doubtless several 
forms, which I will not try to 
cover today. For instance, Mor­ 
al T urpitude, a term seldom 
used now adays but which I shall 
discuss in a future sermon. For 
today let m e simply say on it: 
’’You can't ascribe all miscon­ 
duct to sickness.” 
The one contagion T am dis­ 
cussing today is what I call dis- 
assoeiational 
Godlessness, 
or 
simply separation from Cod — 
estrangem ent 
f r o rn 
reality, 
alienation from human - divine 
, affections 
In the Bible being "demon pos- 
sessed” was not always "loss of 
reason". It was m ore often in­ 
ner conflict resulting from loss 
of God and spiritual perspec­ 
tive. 
Separation From God is Spiri­ 
tual Insanity. 
Separation from God is loss 
of courage, moral courage, re­ 
ligious sensitivity. 
Separation from God is "H ell.’ 
That the lost sinner calls his In­ 
extinguishable fire “ where the 
worm dieth not and the fire is 
not quenched.” 
And more often than not such 
insanity needs spiritual medi­ 
cines and spiritual therapies — 
the reapplication of God to hu­ 
man life. Or at beet. a m ajor ca­ 
taclysm ic operation on the soul 
perform ed by the skilled hand of 
Jesus Christ, the great Physi­ 
cian. with the scaloel of the 
Holy Spirit, whereby an ego­ 
centric. ftubborn will is rem ov­ 
ed and God ie put back Into 
human life where He belongs. 
More often referrals by Phy­ 
sicians, Lawyers, Teachers and 
Law 
Enforcem ent 
o f f ic e r s 
should be m ade to us as Chris­ 
tian 
M inisters 
and 
Christian 
Churches, and m ore and m ore 
this is happening. 
And God pity us, if we don’t 
know what to do and what the 
rem edies are, when we have 
these sick, deluded and God­ 
less people on our hands.

Their supposed m ental blocks ’ 
are caused by sin - laden lives. |

bances are caused by unhealthy 
relations within them selves and 
with others, stricken conscien­ 
ces, secularized living — all 
forms of Godlessness, a disorien­ 
tation from reality. 
Nouroticisms brought on by 
"Ego-dryrot-icism ” — What do 
I m ean? The man said to me 
the other day: "Why do I need 
to go to church and trust God? 
I have good health, a good edu­ 
cation. a com fortable home, a 
lovely family, a fairly well p ay-1 
ing job. a lodge, a club. I am 


Cl f.wterican, What more do I 
need?" 
That pattern of thinking and 
living reveals an actual psycho­ 
sis — a form of escape from 
reality into a life of illusion and 
fantasy. 
"I, and what I am . and what 
I have, and what I can do — 
are my God. .

want. . ." 
That’s 
real 
insanity, 
ray 
fr'ends, insanity of the spirit. 
You see, insanity is a lost 
distinction between the make- 
bo’ieve and the real. 
When you possess such delu­ 
sions of grandeur and self - suf­ 
ficiency, ignoring your spiritual 
health. . 
.when you sneer at 
God, not 
wanting or needing 
Him. . . when you refuse to 
reckon with spirituality. . .when 
you "so w hat" the church and 
everything 
basic 
and 
decent 
and good in life. . .You are suf­ 
fering from Schizephrenia, P ar­ 
anoia 
You arc truly a "split 
personality." A person thus fight­ 
ing within himself ca not e a s­ 
ily be reconciled with God. You’ 
life has become rigid, frozen, 
lifeless and numb. You are frus­ 
trated at the very heart of your 
being, because your alienation 
from God is through the mutiny 
of >our will. 
You need to .see a preacher 
and see him bad. 
You need to go to church and 
go the worst way. 
You need to head for 
t h e 
church altar and kneel there 
until som ething happens to you. 
You need to weep, to wring 
your hands, to beat your breast 
and cry out: “O wretched man 
that I am . . ." "W hat m ust 
I do to be saved. . .?” 
You have a twisted, distorted 
soul. 
You need medicine — but not 
pills or penicillin. 
You need surgery — but not 
brain surgery. 
You need therapy —- but not 
fever therapy, not electric con-j 
vulsive therapy, not insulin the­ 
rapy. 
You ne**d a shock treatm ent, 
but not by physical or chem ical 
m eans which lessens the aw a re -; 
ness of hum an feelings, or that 
destroys o r extricates brain sub­ 
stance. 
R ather, you need that deep 
emotional shock through which 
your innerm ost nature is pow­ 
erfully m ade aw’are of your sins, 
a Saviour who can forgive and 
expunge all sin and guilt and 
bring God into your life and 
start you out anew on the right 
course. 
You need ne-organization. re­ 
orientation. 
re-integration, 
re ­ 
conciliation. regeneration of life 
You need God! 
And only God through Jesus 
Christ can perform that kind of 
healing m iracle. 
lf Jesus Christ can't change 
and transform human nature, 
then He isn't God, and if He 
isn’t God, there is no God 
Most of the people I know — 
in the church and outside — 
need that kind of spiritual the­ 
rapy — a New Birth, J e s u s 
called it. 
But wait — I am not a stickler 
for those old term s which fitted 
ferver and appeal: "H ave you 
been saved?" Even if Jesus Him 
celt employed their counterpart 
in His language. 
I am not pleading for an out­ 
moded term inology, a thread­ 
bare theological jargon. 
Tim e 
c h a n g e ,

The mysteries of cancer seem 
to keep broadening, as scientists 
continue their investigations of 
a growing list of possible ins­ 
pects. Witness the recent rejxni 
by the U. S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice showing that lun^ 
cancer 
deaths rates show wide varia­ 
tion from city to city throughout 
the U. S. 
On the other hand, press re­ 
ports from the recent Interna­ 
tional Cancer Congress, with top 
scientists 
from 
all over the 
world participating, indicate the 
growing belief among scientists 
that viruses play a key role in 
cancer causation, and that real 
progress is being made in the 
search for the cause of the dis­ 
ease. 
The virus theory assumes ’n- 
crcasing imjiortance, the .-den­ 
tists tell us, because, if correct, 
it holds the hope that a protec­ 
tive vaccine may be developed 
against cancer. 
There is a moral in the deve­ 
lopment of the virus theory - 
for scientists and tor the gener­ 
al public. 
It wasn’t too many years ago 
that the few scientists who be­ 
lieved in the virus theory of 
causation had trouble scraping 
up the lunds they needed to con­ 
duct their research. 
Somehow 
they did and today their work 
is being widely recognized. 
During these years, the pub­ 
lic has been deluged with re­ 
ports about things that were said 
to cause cancer. 
John Billings once said. “ It is 
better to know nothing than to 
know what ain't so. “ It seems 
clear 
today 
that 
scientists 
do not know the basic

es of cancer of any kind. Yet 
there is hope for an eventual 
solution because scientific Know­

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — Within the 
next thirty - six hours John F. 
Kennedy will be able to read a 
fairly accurate barometer 
of 
how much reelection opposition 
he will face in November, 1964. 
The barometer will be in the 
form of city and state elections 
in 
which 
Republicans, 
more 
hopeful as a result of civil rights 
infighting among Democrats and 
a possible Washington Profumo 
scandal, will do their best tJ 
knock the Democrats for a loop. 
Traditionally the signs of de­ 
feat or victory can be detected 
in mid - term elections one year 
in 
advance, 
sometimes 
two 
years in advance. That was why 
the President worked so hard 
in last year’s Congressional elec­ 
tions and came out amazingly 
well. 
But next week it may be a dif­ 
ferent story. Here is the roll call 
of key election battles and how 
they are iilely to turn out: 
Kentucky — Republicans, who 
recently 
elected 
a 
Louisville 
mayor 
for 
the first time in 
thirty years, are campaigning 
all - out to elect Louis B. Nunn 
as Governor in this normally 
Democratic State. They are en­ 
couraged by 
the 
Democratic 
split between Gov. Bert Combs 
and the ebullient ex-Govornor 
Happy Chandler. 
However, Happy’s bitter at­ 
tack on three of his old friends 
Joe Leary, Henry Lee Water* 
field, and Mac Walters, for sui> 
porting the Democratic candi­ 
date, Ned Breathitt, has soured 
a lot of Chandlerites, and the 
chances are strong that the De­ 
mocratic ticket will win. 
Philadephia — This will be the 
most important JFK barometer 
in the nation. For eleven /ears 
Philadelphia has been under De­ 
mocratic mayors after some 75 
years of Republican rule. Two 
of the Democrats, Sen. J o e 
Clark and Richardson Dilworth, 
injected newr vitality into the el­ 
derly and somewhat 
decrepit 
city. 
But Mayor James H J. Tate, 
who inherited the job when Dii- 
worth retired to run for Gov­ 


ernor, has been a hard - luck 
executive and the big 331,000 
majority which swung the tide 
to Kennedy in 1960 has dwindled 
until it’s now anybody’s race. 


This 
time 
the 
Republicans 
have divided the heavy Catholic 
vote by running James T. Mc­ 
Dermott against Tate, thus pit­ 
ting two Irish Catholics against 
each other. 
Whichever 
wins, 
this will be the first time a Ca­ 
tholic has been elected mayor of 
the Quaker city. 


Latest hard luck to befall Tate 
has been a picket bne of fire­ 
men. 
demanding 
higher 
pay 
and for a time proposing to wear 
Ku Klux Klan hoods to prevent 
their identification. 


It’s anybody’s race in Phila­ 
delphia, but whoever wins, the 
331,000 margin by which Ken­ 
nedy won la.>t time will evapor­ 
ate. 
San Francisco — This is an­ 
other test case of Democratic 
strength in a state which Ken­ 
nedy has to win to get re­ 
elected. Here Jack Shelly, a pop­ 
ular Democratic Congressman 
and former head of the Team­ 
sters had gone home expecting 
a walk away victory. Just the 
opposite has been the case. 
Harold 
Hobbs. 
Republican, 
serving as acting mayor und«r 
George Christopher, has made 
surprising 
headway, 
and 
the 
race could go either way to­ 
morrow. 
Mississippi — For the first 
time since reconstruction days, 
the Rebulicans 
are 
seriously 
pushing 
a 
candidate: 
Rubel 
Phillips, a Goldwater conserva­ 
tive with plenty of Texas oil 
money behind him. 
Mississippi elections don’t us­ 
ually mean much. The battle is 
between Democratic factions in 
the primary.

for Lt. Gov. Paul Johnson, an 
unreconstructed segregation.s., 
who won headlines in the “Ole 
Mis ” dispute.

tercst in n*# t.al health. But that 
is also why 1 recognize some 
danger< and 
shortcomings 
in 
such inlerr ts and must move 
on tjeyond them. 
As a minister and as a Chris­ 
tian 1 know that unconscious 
emotions and inner conflicts are 
no? always caused by brain les­ 
ions or the pathological reac­ 
tions of certain organs of the 
body. 
So please do not think T am 
attempting to disparage mental 
h< alth programs when T frankly 
say I am disturbed and wor­ 
ried about current interest in 
them 
T detect an enthusiasm devoid 
of depth knowledge of this field 
which might ha* the minister 
and Christian 
people 
at 
the 
shrine of Mental Health, when 
they have always had bigger 
altars wdh more efficacious me­ 
dicinal and curative properties. 
So to the question: “ Should 
the minister and the church be 
interested in mental health?” I 
answer “ Certainly.” 
But we do know that much of 
what is being diagnosed today 
as mental illness by novices, in­ 
trigued by a fascinating fad, is 
not mental illness in the sense 
that bram lesions or “ acting up” 
organs are the casual agents. 
You .see, we could be playing 
with fire, and could unwittingly 
cause irreparable damge to hu­ 
man life by becoming self - ap­ 
pointed Psychiatric Medics ren­ 
dering “ Psychiatric first-aid." 
Now certainly in cases of rec­ 
ognizable mental illness, emo- 
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ttons1 disturbances funconscious 
; pretenses . 
irrational 
hostili- 
Jties? with extreme neurotic or 
even slight psychotic tendencies 
referrals should be made 
to 
those people trained and skilled 
j in the art of dealing with such 
diseases. 


But let us never lose sight of 
the truth that often what is su­ 
perficially diagnosed as mental 
illness is basically a spiritual 
illness. 


There an' doubtless several 
forms, which I will not try to 
eovei toda> 
For instance, Mor­ 
al Turptitude. a term seldom 
used nowadays but which I shall 
discuss in a future sermon. For 
today let me simply say on it: 
“ You can't ascribe all miscon­ 
duct to sickness.” 


The one contagion T am dis­ 
cussing today is what I call dis- 
assoc national 
Godlcssness, 
or 
simply separation from God — 
estrangement 
f r o m 
reality, 
alienation from human - divine 
affections 


In the Bible being ' demon pos- 
sc ed” was not always “ loss of 
reason" 
It was more often in­ 
ner conflict resulting from loss 
of God and spiritual pcrs(>ec- 
th < 
S< Duration From God is Spiri­ 
tual Insanity. 
Sei aration from God is loss 
of courage, moral courage, res 
ligiou 
sensitivity. 
ScDaration from God is “ Hell.’ 
That the lost sinner calls his ln- 
extinguishable fire “ where the 
worm dieth not and the fire is 
not quenched." 
And more often than not such 
insanity needs spiritual medi­ 
cine 
and spiritual therapies — 
the reapplication of God to hu­ 
man life. Or at best, a maior ca­ 
taclysmic operation on the soul 
performed by the skilled hand of 
.Tesns Chri-t 
the great Physi­ 
cian. with the scalpel of the 
Holy Spirit, whereby an ego­ 
centric. fhibborn will is remov­ 
ed and God is put back into 
human life where He belongs. 
More often referrals by Phv- 
sieians. Lawyers, Teachers and 
Law 
Enforcement 
offic e r s 
should be made to us as Chris­ 
tian 
Ministers 
and 
Christian 
Churches, and more and more 
this is hapoening. 
And God pity us, if we don’t 
know what to do and what the 
remedies are. when we have 
these sick, deluded and God­ 
less people on our hands. 
I R E P E A T : — The Minister 
and the Church must be inter­ 
ested in Mental Health, but for 
the Minister to stop with men­ 
tal health 'at the point where 
most people stop in their think- 
ingL in the:e days of 
sulfa 
drugs, anti-biotics and tranquil- 
li/.ers, is like the physician siom 
ping with Bla< k Draught. Qui­ 
nine and Sloan’s Liniment 
And for the church to stop 
with mental health is like the 
hospital stooping with Bancl-aids, 
aspirins and pulse-taking 
The raging epidemic of our 
mal - nutrition of the spirit, 
| spiritual 
vitamin 
deficiency, 
j soul 
petrification, 
caused 
by 
blithe secular living seven days 
a week. That mean-, simply, 
all the diseases caused bv Ood­ 
les: ness — the wilful eviction 
and ejection of God from human 
life 
Most of the people with w’hom 
we deal are not mental case-;. 
They are soul case'. 
Their supnosed mental blocks 
are caused by sin - laden lives. 
Their pseudo emotional distur­ 
bances are caused by unhealthy 
, relations within themselves and 
with others, stricken conscien­ 
ces, seculariz.ed living — 
all 
forms of Godlessness, a disorien- 
| tation from reality. 
Neuroticisms brought on by 
“ Ego-dryrot-icism” — What do 
I mean? The man said to me 
the other day: “ Why do T need 
to go to church and trust God? 
T have good health, a good eriu- 
; cation, a comfortable home, a 
lovely family, a fairly well pay­ 
ing job, a lodge, a club. I am 


Ci f.ir.erean. What mm* do I 
need?” 
That pattern of thinking and 
living reveals an actual psycho­ 
sis — a form of escape from 
reality into a life of illusion and 
fantasy. 
“ I, and what I am, and what 
I have, and what I can do 
are my God. . 
I 
shall 
not 
want. . 
That’s 
real 
insanity, 
my 
friends, insanity of the spirit. 
You see, insanity is a lost 
distinction between the make- 
believe ami the real 


When you possess such delu­ 
sions of grandeur and self - suf­ 
ficiency, ignoring your spiritual 
health. . ,when you sneer at 
God. not wanting or needing 
Him. . , when you refuse to 
reckon with spirituality. . .when 
you “ so what” the church and 
everything 
ba-ic 
and 
decent 
and good in life . You are suf­ 
fering from Schi/ephrenia, Par­ 
anoia 
You are truly a “ split 
personality.” A person thus fight­ 
ing within himself ca not eas­ 
ily be reconciled with God. You7 
life ha.- become rigid, frozen, 
lifeless and numb. You are frus­ 
trated at the very heart of your 
being, because your alienation 
from God is through the mutiny 
of y our will. 
You need to see a preacher 
and see him bad. 
You need to go to church and 
gu the wor t way. 
You need to head for 
t h e 
church altar and kneel there 
until something happens to you. 
You need to weep, to wring 
vour hands, to beat your breast 
and cry out: “ O wretched man 
thal 1 am. . 
’’ “ What muit 
1 do to be saved. . .?” 
You have a twisted, distorted 
soul. 
You need medicine -- but not 
pills or penicillin. 
You need surgery — but not 
brain surgery. 
You need therapy — but not 
fever therapy, not electric con­ 
vulsive therapy, not insulin the­ 
rapy. 
You nef,d a shock treatment, 
but not by physical or chemical 
means which lessens the aware­ 
ness of human feelings, or that’ 
destroys or extricates brain sub­ 
stance. 
Rather, you need that deep 
emotional shock through which 
your innermost nature is pow­ 
erfully made aw7are of your sin-', 
a Saviour who can forgive and 
exounge all sin and guilt and 
bring God into jour life and 
start you out anew on the right 
course. 
You need re-organization, re­ 
orientation, 
re-integration. 
rc- 
conciliatton, regeneration of life 
You need God! 
And only God ihrough Jesus 
Christ can perform that kind of 
healing miracle, 
If Jesus Christ can't change 
and transform human nature, 
| then He isn’t God, and if He 
isn't God, there is no God. 
Most of th* people T know 
in the church and outside 
need that kind of spiritual the­ 
rapy — a New Birth, J e s u s 
called it. 
But w ait - I am not a stickler 
for ‘hose old terms which fitted 
ferver and api>eal: “ Have vou 
been saved?” Even if Jesus Him 
self employed their counterpart 
in His language. 
I am not pleading for an out­ 
moded terminology7, a thread­ 
bare theological jargon.
